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messenger BOY’S WONDERFUL RACE CUPPY TRACK CAUSE OF POOR SHOWING

His Death Eecalls His Victory in the Fonr-Xile 
Kentucky Endurance Stakes. 

The death of Messenger Boy recalls to mind the 
viefory of tiiat raei-r iu tin- Kentucky Eiidurani-c 
Stakes, tlie gn-:it foiir-iiiile rat-e featured by llie 
New I.,oiiisvilh- Jis-key (Tub. with the Iio|hi of re- 
m-wiiig interest iu long distaiu-e racing in this eoun- 
tr.v. 

It was ill 1911, ill tlie fall of the year, that the 
first runiiiiig of tin- Kentucky Endiiram-e Stakes 
was staged at Cliunliill Downs. Messenger Itoy, 
then a tlire«--.vear-old. won it and. in winning it. 
establishmi a new American rm-ord for four iiiili-s. 
The aecouiit of Ihc rac-i- ou that day reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Eugene Liitz’ tIin-*‘-.vear-old, 3lles.st‘uger Boy, ac- 
i-omplished toda.v wliat no other ract-r of his years 
has been able to do iu tlie last deeade, namely, 
score at four miles over older opiMisition. He tri- 
iimiihml in snleiidid fashion in the mueli-coveted 
Keiitueky Emiuram-<- Stakes over Nudzu and Koyal 
Iteport, and also established a new American ret-ord 
for the distance wlien lie came home in 7:14Vi. Lti- 
cretia lUirgia, against time, made a mark of 7:11 
with pacemakers, but neyer lias Mes-senger Boy’s 
time b«H-n aiiproaelicd in actual contest. The rata- 
was a siilciidid sm-ctacle bi-twei-n Messenger Boy 
and Xadzii for tlie last two miles. Previous to 
this. Uoyal Ucisirt had essayeil th«- role of pace- 
maker and flatt(-red the liois-s of Ills backers. Ills 
lead, however, was oiil.v on sufferanc*-, as Messenger 
Boy and Nadzu left him with a'lpureut ease at their 
riders’ call. 

“Messenger Boy flashed into the lead passing tlic 
sciaiiid mile, but Moleswertli, his rider, diti not in 
tend to cut out tlie pace and. taking a la-straiiiiiig 
hold, contented liiuisclf with staying close to Nadzu. 
wliich had taken the role of leader, t'lose oriler 
was maintained liy the pair until the lust half mile, 
when it Is-caiiie apparent that Nadzu was weaken- 
ing and tin- younger horse, though himself tiring, 
ovcriianled tlic Ih-dwell repn-seiit-itive in eas.v fash- 
ion and ultiiuiitely drew out to win by eight lengths. 
Itoyal Iteport faltered liadly in the last mile and 
hroiiglit lip a full eighth behind Nadzu. Aylmer, 
the only other starter, broke down after going two 
and a half iiiilcs and was dismounted. The net 
value of the stake to the winner was S3.7)i0 ami a 
-gold cuii doiiatcil by the Keiitiick.v State Itaeiiig 
('omuiission worth $1.<ICNI. Nadzu’s share was $1,180 
ami lto.val Itejsirt’s $580, tlie latter two taking rv- 
I'SM-tivelr. twenty per cent- and ten jier cent t;f the 
#5,900 purse. 

BIO CBOWD WITNESSES THE BACE. 

“rninindfnl of the cold and threatening weather, 
an iiiiiuciise attendam-e, second only in size to that 
of Keutm-k.v I8-rby da.v, was at Cliiirchill Downs, 
eager to witn<-ss the four mile niciug. Tliere was a 
pns!oniiiiam-e of old-timers, among them some who 
liad not iH-i-n to a ra<-<* coursi- iu ten years. 'To them 
tin; Euduraiici* Stakes r«-<-alle«l ni<-iiig of old. They 
lived in tlie past and told and retold of the strug- 
gles of Ten ISns-ck, Mollie McGartliy, Gray Eagli-, 
I>-xiugtou. Lecompte and other raeiiig veterans of 
over thirt.v years ago. ’They mentioned the mimes 
of the ru»-t-rs rcvi-rently ami again recalleil tlie time 
wln-n the.v w<-re all iissi-mbled at tin- same track to 
witness tin- now historic raw- betwi-en Ten Brm-ck 
and Mollie M<-(’artb.v. Going back thlrt.v-thn»e .vears 
was as mitliing to them. Tlie.v spoke of it as if the 
match had taken place yesterday. 

_ “Tliei, younger geiieratioii listened to the old- 
timers <i-itti resiHs-tfiil attention, but intent on pick- 
ing the winner. To them the vital question was 
whether Nadzu would Ik- able to piick 134 poumis 
over the tr.viiig route or would he siiccumh to his 
younger and lighter weighted rivals? Itoyal ite- 
port ai)il .\ylmer never entered seriously into calcu- 
iatioiis. To the mort* ex|ieriems‘d liorsciiieii. as well 
as raec followers generally, Nadzu loomed as the 
one most likely to pull down the plum. It was known 
tliat h<- had Ix-en given a tliorough pn-paration for 
the ftn-e. while a doubt as to Mess«-iiger Boy’s fit- 
ness to go four miles was expressed. It was also 
argued that it was against pretsuleut for a tliris-- 
.veiir-old to succeed at the distance over au older 
horse. 

“The human side cropiH-d out during the running 
of the race and sympatliy was all for Mcs.si-ngci- 
Boy ill the last mile ami a half. Wheu it bi-caiiie 
app.irent that lie would win, the chet-rs of the 
speetiiiors grew in volume. ’To tho owner, the 
stiikes tiKik on the pro|Kirtioii of a fortune. It was 
eoiunion rumor before the rats- that he had to borrow 
the #3.7(1 starting fee. Mr. Lutz’ i-onfidence in his 
hoise’s prowess was superli. To those who ask(-d him 
wliib- ill tlie paddock he had the same answer. 

“ T I'xpect to win by about au eighth of a mile, 
and if it is nct-essar.v Mcs.seiiger Boy will run the 
four miles in 7:1-.’ He was all smih-s after the 
fiiiisli j.inl choked with euiotioii when George J. 
Long, n-iireseiitiiig tlie Kentucky State Uaciiig Coin 
mission, tendensl liiiii the gold cup. He found voice 
to ex|iress thanks to Mr. Ixiiig and imuiediately 
ruslicil away to sui»eriuteudeat the cooling out of 
his horse.” 

M(-ssciiger Boy <sist his owner $135, Eugene Lutz 
ixuight the colt from It. F. Carman at a weeding 
out sale of the Carman stable at Tampa, Fla., in 
the siiriiig of 15110. Messenger Boy was bred liy 
<!. D. Wilson and was purchased by K. F. Carmali 
as a yearling for $135.

Trainers Attribute Poor Showing of tho Suburban 
Favorites to Condition of Belmont Park Conrse. 

New York. June 11. — Tlie thirty s<-cotid running 
of the Siibtirb;iii Handicap will go down in liistor.v 
as one of the most disapiMiinting contests sims- the 
inaugural of that turf fixtiin- iu ls,# 4 . WliiU- 
Jolireii, winner of the event, is iiiiqm-stioinibl.v a 
fine t.viie of thori'iigiibri-d and iiiitliiiig can detract 
from Ids gn-at |icrfiirinaii<s-, it is nevertheless triie 
that, outside of Battle, not another horse in the 
rai-t- disjilayed his true form. 

Just what haiipened to the remainder of the field 
win remain a in.vstery, tiioiigli tin- exense offered 
!|iIK-ars to Ik- taiigiide. The general plea is that 
Cudgel. S|iiir, Hollister and Ileiidrie .-m- not partial 
to a <-iippy track. esiH-cijiUy when it eame to a drive 
through the homestretch. 

It was cleiirl.v evident that Cudgel, at no time in 
the race, showed aii.v of the snap and dash whieh 
he i« known to itossess, and trainer Bedweli de- 
clared it was the going that stoiqieil him. In the 
opinion of inaii.v, the great son of Brooiiistiek also 
liHiked liglit when he wi-nt to tin- ixist. prolnibly 
due to his trip to Kentucky and the hard race lie 
was given in the Kentucky Handicap. 

Spur has iicVer shown his Is-st form over the Bi-l- 
moiit Park course. .1 mil.- and a quarter al.so is just 
about as far as he cares to go with goinl horses, and 
it is the general lielief that Cudgel would have 
beaten him in Hie Long Beach Handicap at Jamaica 
had the route Ix-en au eighth of a mile fnrtlier. 

TRACK CONDITIONS AGAINST HENDRIE. 

There is a little question that tli-.: cuppy going 
had iiim-li to do with tlie bad race of llendrie, 
notwitlistaiiding the fact tb.nt his owin-r Ix-lievial he 
had a larc gisul chance to win. Hollister was a 
tir-d horse after going a iiiiie and an eightli. Diftus 
i-alled iiiMiu him vigorously as they approached the 
eiglitli lost, hut he was all in. 

Andrew Miller did not start Ibi.-irncr after his 
showing iu the Metro!H>!itan, in which he did not 
mu well for more tlian a iialf mile. “Itoamer 

never did like the Belmont I’.-irk track.” saiil Mr. 
Miller, “and lii- may be getting old and ciinniiig. 
He does not dash away from the barrier like he 

used to, in fact, he is not the liorse lie was. 

Neltlier Goldsisirougli nor I tlnmglit he liad a chniiee 
in the Suburban and dix-idi-d to wait with him until 
he feels more like himself.” 

TVitli all these excuses Johren’.s glory must not 
be minimized. He enipiiasizixl the old English adage 
“horses for <-otirses” as he had previously demon- 
strated his liking for the Belmont Park course, 
liinmy Itowe, who trained him. claims he is a goixl 

horse. Ills owner, Harry Payne Whitney, who wit- 

nessed the race, lix>ks uiion him only as a gixxl 
h.-tndicap horse, with moderate opportunities. 

Few of the regulars (-uuld predict Jolm-n’s heating 
horses like Cudgel and Spur. It is isissible that 
Johren will develop iii_to a better liorse than even 
his owner and trainer Ix-lieve. This will not be 
discovered until he meets tlie same class of horses 
at later meetings. An aiial.vsis of the race shows 
that the Imndii-ap horses of this year have devclo|ied 
into a noiideseript band xvith whims and faneii-s. 
and that the tlirt-e-year-olds will have to be de- 
cidedly considered at all times.

J. McTAGGART HAS BAD RUN OF LUCK 



Something Seems to Happen to the Popular Jockey 
in Nearly Every Kace He Bides. 

New York. June 11. — Jockc.v J. McTaggart is 
getting an all round trouncing from the piililk- these 
da.vs. Mention a herse that he rides and it is tin- 
signal for ridicule. Ev«-n Uichard T. Wilson is fx‘- 
giiiniiig to lx-!icve it ixissiiih- that his jix-key is a 
“jin:;” to the stabb-. “I can’t win a race of an.v 
kind,” said Mr. Wilson. “Kitlu-r 4 am out of luck 
or M(-Taggart is, iMissibl.v it is a bit of Isitli.” But 
Mr. Wilson is optimistic on sncli matters and de- 
clares that times will change some d.-sy for the bet 
ti-r. 

That McTaggart is in a streak of b.-id luck is 
uiiijii(‘stioii(‘d. Scmcthiiig haiiiK-iis to liim in almost 
every rat-c he rides. If it is not oiii- thing, it is 
anotlier. The lio.v knows it and his anxiet.v to win 
has 1ms-ii tlie cause of iiiaii.v of his defeats. 

McTaggiirt’s case recalls the exiM-riciice of Tommv 
Burns. Almost a generation ago Burns and the 
Gialdess of Fortune liad a falling out wliile he was 
riding in California. He riKli- twelve or tliirteen 
(-i)ns(-eutive favorites and faibsl on every oiu-. His 
ill-luck sis-nied |ihc!ioiii(-ii:il and there were those wlio 
went so far as to say liis defeats were preinediated. 
But those who were eliiimmy witli Biiriis knew dif- 
f«-retitly, for every time he lost tliey had a fiiianeial 
spasm. IK- was in bail riding form and to make mat- 
ters worse, he xvas riding l>:id!.v. 

McTaggart has prohably ridden hors«-s that, while 
niade favorites by the public. - have not Ix-eii quite 
gtuxl enough to xvlii. 'The slightest mistake in such 
iiistaiiees and Hie “house to blame” tiiinbh-s all 
over the jo<-key, without the sliglit*;st liesitaiie.r or 
justice on the part of Hiose who have suffered by 
his d(‘feat. Oiil.v last year llobinsoii was con- 
demned man.v tiiin-s owing to a long string of Oc- 
feats through riding a noiideseript eolleetioii of 
liorses. But he rounded to later on and show«-d at 
I-siiirel that lie was a master liorsemun and cuutihiitxl 
to do so throughout the winter. 

McTaggart is in a streak of bad luck, but the 
cliaiK-es are he will come around again sliortly and 
ride as well as he ever did. “I’m in tough luck,” 
said he, “and riding badly with it.’’

PeKormances of the Greatest Money-Winning Horse 
of All Time — ^Defeated hut Once. 

In «l<‘:iliiig with tho famous horsos of the p.ist, ono 
has no iiiP-iitioii «»f oiiiloavoriiig to proox-d on 
•‘onl<T of iiicril” liiM*. Sin-h a task would Is- both 
invidious aii<l iKqs-U-ss. Thus, in making Isiiigl.iss 
tli«- snl»j<s-t of this articlf. iHitliiiig in particular is 
signified. At Gm- same time, whatever the ;iro- 
<-e<lur.- f«dIow<si. Isinglass would take a pretty 
high pl:i«s*, for there is no gainsaying that he was 
oiH* of the greatest horses of iiKslern times. 

Isinglass was the pmp<*rty of that splendid sjHirts- 
Tiian 4'a|>tain “llarry” MiCalmont. Iiy whom lie was 
lired. lie was li.v the famous Isoiioniy out of a 
Weiiloek in:ire iiamtsl Deadhs-k. ’J'his mare was 
piin-liasisl by 4'’aiit. MaclK'Il. to wlioin site had pr«-- 
vioiisly Is longed. from lain! Aliiigion for a inert- 
song and was in 1 S.S 7 mated with Isoiwim.v, prtshie- 
iiig a is)lt whieh n-e«-ivetl tin- name of ' Islington. 
This animal failt-d to attain any great distinetioii, 
hut after Ik-adloek liad passed into the |w>ss<-ssion 
of t'.-ipt. Met'aliiiont. slie was again mali-tl with 
Isoiniiii.v anil the rt-siilt of Gie s<-t*oud alliant-e was 
Isingl.-iss. 

With other of rapt. MeTalm-int’s horses. Isinglass 
was |daei-<l under the eare of James Jewitt, who 
had i-iiarge of a strong team at tlie time. The 
eidt's deliiit was not heralded liv any flourish of 
tnini)M-ts. Ids first aequaintaiiee witli a raee tr:iek

tin- iMOti'iils were not altogetlnT favorable. First 
Uaeliiirn threat) in-d to give trouble, and after lie 
lia<l ls-« n <lisiHiM-d of Bax-eushury apm-ared in lln- 
liglit of a f<rrinidahle s-omm-tilor.

with Ty* Nicham thirxl. Tims the pincings were 
similar to tlios<- in the Middle Park I’late in the 
previous Oetober. Tlie way in whieh “form” was 
constantly produced almost to a niatlieniatic-al 
iii<-ety where the lending classic animals of tlie 
times were concerned was remarkalile. 

Which prompts the rt-flo<-tion that Raveiisbnry 
was just about as unlucky as Minting in ruiiidiig up 
ag.-iiust the mighty Ormonde. Tliat Uaveiisbnry 
himsi-lf was well up to tlie standani of average 
Ih-rhy winners will scarcely be dispiitol. Apart 
from his oontiiiued “proximity” to ('apt. Mc 4 ’al- 
mont’s colt, he put on record several other sterling 
IH-rformanoes. As a four-year-old he won the Slan- 
chester November Handicap with 130 pounds in the 
saddle while in the Gdlowing June he cairried 
off the As«-ot Stakes despite the fact tliat he had 
to slioiihler 135 iHiiinds.

This was 
l.-idas, wliieli had xvon for Ixird Itosels-ry Ins first 
IK-rhy. 1" till- rieli Newmarket rae»- mentioni-d, tlien 
one of the ten tlioiisand |Kiiiiid ex-ents. iMid.s were 
laid on the tline-y<-.ir-old, while Uavenshiiry was 
also preferreil to (’apt. Mi-t'almoiit’s eeh-hrit.v'. The 
last naniisl. however, had no diffieiilty in dis- 
IHising of Is'th I-Jidas and his old antagonist, hut he 
exiM-rienee)l some trouble in dis|sisiiig of the at- 
tentions of the .50 to 1 Chiiiie*- Bnllingdeii, whieh 
was oiilv defeatisl hy the margin of a head. 

Isinglass was .-igain opposed by L-idas and Ra- 
veiishnrv. in addition to Uaehnrn and tin- futuri- 
st. winner. Tlirostle, in the Eclipse Stakes 

The iMids wen-, on tliis iK-casioii, laid on the first 
iiami-d, tliongli L-idiis again eoiiiniaii<h-d a gooilly 
following. I*ord Uosi-U-ry’s isilt made a lietter fight 
at the si-cond time of asking, hut even so liad to la- 
1 - 01 ^ 01 ^ with si-i-ond placi.- to Iiis older i-lassh- rival. 
Isi)iglas.s’ only other aiiiH-arani-i- this year was made 
in the Jockey rlilb Stakes, in wliieli In- oiiis- niore 
foiiiid himself op|K.se<l to Throstle ami Uai-hiirn. The 
filly, whieli had then won her Doneaster laurels, 
was dis-mi-il (•* he the chief soiiree of danger to 
Isinglass, but she was in no moml for racing. In- 
stead she bolted and did not pass tlie post, the fav- 
orite winning eomfortaldy from tin- Freiieli Goti- 
veriiail. with Son o’ Mine thinl. Thus Isinglass 
swept the Isiard of tlie ten tlioii.saud iMiiind events, 
and this rt-pri-seiiling a toleralile goial year’s work’, 
tlie eolt was n-tin-d for tin- year. 

There was indei-d little left for him to aerontplish 
apart from adding his name to tlie list of Cold flip 
winners and this In- was affurdeil the opinirtunity 
of doing.
